a device for escaping corruption and 
maladininistration resulting from un- 
restrained political patronage.

‘The manager would run the business | 
and the council would be comparable 
to a board of directors. 

Government, though, is not so de- 
lightfully simple For renewal and 
vitality, it demands a full interplay of | 
citizen and expert, politician and ad- 
ministrator. And in the final analysis, 
the elected body must be publicly ac- 
countable for administration 

The commissioner system, with 
the mayor as both political and ad- 
ministrative chief, buttressed on one 
side by the council and on the other 
by professional administrators, pro. | 
vides an ingenious and responsible | 
form of grassroots democracy. ~ '
